Tlie bill proposes to amend 
the act of August :i, 1882, so that there 
shall be levied and paid n duty of lifty cents 
from every passenger coming from n foreign 
country to any part In the United States, tlie 
money so collected to constitute ail "immi- 
grant fund'' to be used at the discretion of 
Llie Secretary of the Tro .sury for the re- 
lief ol immigrant.-! i" distress. 
It also 


iliiect-s the appointment uy the President of 
three Commissioner!) of Immigration lor the 
SUite of New York and one each fi>r the 
collection <Uslricls of Ltoston, (Charleston, 


jnlpliia, Baltimore, New Orleans, San 


Francisco and Huron, with terms of oflice 
the same a* provided by law for Collectors 
ot Customs, tlie Commissioners to be paid 
out of tlie "immigration fund."

It appears in the two days 


prior to the disaster the weather had 
been so foggy that he could get no 
reckonings. About tea o'clock Thursday 
night ho saw A light, which seemed about 
live miles away, owing to tlie fog, and 
which he thought was Cherbucto light 
As 


he approached he saw that he was almost In 
Sambro. 
Before he could give any orders 


the steamer struck twice and began sinking. 
He tried to run her nshore, but »lie went 
down. As soon its Rue struck he ordered 
the passenger* on deck, but they were swept 
overboard and drowned by the heavy seas. 
Two passengers and Bve of the crew managed 
to get out a boat and reach the shore. The 
ship settled stern first. Tho Captain, who 
was at his post, threw oil his boots and coat 
and tools to the forward rigging. She sank 
f: sUr than he could climb, and he let go or 
the rigging.

court and the execution of the same be re- 
duced from ninety days to thirty days.
